Vandals get away with gates from historic site

With the value of scrap 
metal being as high as it is, 
stealing it from private prop¬ 
erties has become more 
popular with criminals. 

This week, the Town of 
Fort Erie's supervisor of 
parks and cemeteries ser¬ 
vices Matt Woehl noticed 
something different with the 
Memorial Ridge Mausoleum 
on Garrison Road, near 
Ridge Road. 

Passing by, it became 
apparent that two brass gates 
that covered the two front 
doors to the historic build¬ 
ing had been cut and 
removed. 

"We're thinking this hap¬ 
pened over the last few 
weeks, at the very latest," 
said Woehl. 

Standing next to the two 
doors the gates were stripped 
from, Woehl said because 
they appear to also be made 
of valuable brass, the Town 
hopes whoever committed 
this strategic act of crime 
doesn't have plans to come 
back for them too. 


he said. 

The mausoleum was built 
in 1925 by wealthy farmers 
and founding fathers in the 
Ridgeway area, many of 
whom are interred in the 205 
crypts at the site. 

Since the purpose of the 
facility is a sensitive one, 
Woehl said it is frustrating to 
know that there are people 
out there that would commit 
this act and vandalize a 
building that has remained 
virtually untouched since it 
was erected. 

Woehl believes the stolen 
gates were part of the origi¬ 
nal building. 

"They definitely match all 
of the existing ornaments," 
said Woehl. 

The Niagara Regional 
Police's district no. 5 staff 
sergeant Dave Hunter said it 
is difficult to track stolen 
items like this, saying it 
would be easier to identify a 
brass plaque or something 
that can be recognized at 
first glance. 

"It's hard to identify, but 
we endeavour to do what we 


can," said Hunter.
